The  Rochester  Numismatic  Association  held  it's  twenty-fourth 
annual  meeting  at  the  Hotel  Rochester  on  Saturday  Jan.  4th.  The 
meeting  was  made  doubly...  interesting  by  the  presence  of  a number 
of  prominent  out  of  town  numismatists,  and  the  fact  that  it  was 
held  following  the  Bluestone  Sale.  Altogether  it  made  a big  day 
for  numismatists  particularly  those  of  Rochester  who  had  the 
opportunity  to  meet  new  collectors  and  renew  acquaintances  with 
others .

Burns,  Sec'y  of  that  organization  amd  Mrs.  Burns,  Barney  Bluestone, 
Harry  Glickstein,  and  Hazel  Smith. 

An  excellent  booklet  was  prepared  as  a souvenir  of  the  occasion 
by  Mr.  Harzinski.  This  listed  the  officers  for  1936,  the  - toastmaster 
and  the  Menu  made  out  in  numismatic  terms.  The  whole  booklet  was 
profusely  illustrated  with  cuts  of  U.  S.  and  Colonial  coins. 

Mr.  George  J.  Bauer,  oldest  Ex-President  of  the  R.  N.  A.  and 

Past  President  of  the  A.  N.  A.,  officiated  as  Toastmaster  calling 

upon  various  people  for  short  talks.  President  T’.  James  Clarke 

told  of  the  plans  underway  to  improve  the  A.  N.  A.  and  District

Librarian  Foster  spoke  a few  words  about  the  workings  of  the  library. 
Greetings  were  extended  by  President  Bvans  of  the  Syracuse  Club  and 
Mr.  Burns  Secr'y  of  that  club  spoke  of  their  desire  to  co-operate 
with  the  Rochester  collectors  at  the  coming  Annual  Central  New  York 
meeting.  Barney  Bluestone  thanked  those  present  for  supporting  his 
sale  and  Mr.  Kabealo  told  of  Mr.  Bauer  visit  to  Youngstown  when  he 
was  President  of  the  A.  N.  A.  and  expressed  his  happiness  for  being 
present.

Pres.  Harzinski  took  over  the  chair  and  a breif  business  meeting 
was  held  during  which  it  was  decided  to  omit  the  meeting  regularly 
scheduled  for  the  first  Tuesday  of  January.  Several  bills  were 
ordered  paid.  It  was  decided  that  the  R.  N.  A.  would  continue  to 
call  itself  an  association  and  would  not  change  this  to"societyM . 

The  Treasurer  reminded  the  members  that  their  dues  were  payable 
and  some  discussion  was  made  about  the  time  limit  allowed  by  the 
By-Laws.  The  meeting  was  then  adjourned  until  Jan.  21,  1936. 

After  the  meeting  small  groups  formed  to  discuss  coins  and 
numismatics  as  well  as  to  consume  the  balance  of  the  Canandaigua 
Ale.  It jis  not  known  to  the  secretary,  whan  the  curfew  finally 
rang  on  this  meeting.  However,  it  was  generally  conceded  that 
everyone  had  enjoyed  themselves. 


Charles  W.  Foster,  Sec'y 
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The  Famous  Lighthouse  Collection  to  Be 
Sold  at  Auction 


\ famous  old  collection  little 
known  to  present-day  collectors  or 
dealers  is  to  be  dispersed  at  pub- 
lic auction  by  the  Morgenthau  Co. 
in  February.  John  C.  Lighthouse, 
Rochester,  N.  Y.,  spent  fifty  years 
accumulating  the  collection,  which 
has  been  undisturbed  in  the  vaults 
of  a Safe  Deposit  Co.  since  his 
death  in  1909.  Starting  collect- 
ing in  1359,  the  first  year  in  which 
proof  coins  were  offered  for  gen- 
eral sale  to  collectors,  he  accumu- 
lated a lot  of  them,  and  the  sale 
will  offer  a very  unusual  oppor- 
tunity for  collectors  to  fill  in  their 
collections.  The  increasing  scar- 
city of  proofs  must  be  apparent 
to  collectors  as  it  is  to  every  deal- 
er, and  it  is  only  a question  of 


time  until  the  silver  proofs  disap- 
pear from  the  market  as  the  gold 
proofs  have  done.  Among  a num- 
ber of  rarities  in  this  great  collec- 
tion. easily  the  outstanding  one  is 
a superb  specimen  of  the  Shultz  & 
Co.  $5  Gold.  This  coin  is  practi- 
cally in  mint  state  and  undoubt- 
edly excels  any  of  the  four  or  five 
known  specimens.  In  this  sale  will 
also  be  offered  the  first  part  of 
his  extensive  collection  of  Coins 
of  the  World.  The  cataloguers 
have  selected  about  one  thousand 
foreign  silver  crowns  to  be  offered 
with  the  American  section,  in  or- 
der to  give  variety  to  the  sale.

Harzinski  presiding. 

The  following  members  were  present;  Amberg,  Poster,  Donley, 
Plumb,  Harzinski,  Horner,  Powers,  P.  ^E.  Peake,  Thomson,  (i.  J.  Lindbod 
G.  J.  Bauer,  Sloane,  Sunday,  Dr.  Parker,  Blum,  Kolb,  and  we  had  as 
a visitor  Mr.  Everett  S.  Webb  of  Pittsford. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  mcBting  were  read  and  approved 
after  mention  was  made  of  Mr*.  Kolbs  fine  report  of  the  Treasurers 
office  at  the  annual  banquet.

ARTICLE  III.  Expulsions-  Any  member  who  shall  refuse  to  confirm  to  the  Con- 
stitution, by-laws  and  regulations  of  this  Association -ipay,  by  a two-thirds 
vote  of  a quorum  meeting,  be  expelled,  but  no  vote  shall  bo  taken  without 
one  week' s previous  notice  of  a resolution  for  such  expulsion,  '/hen  such 
vote  is  taken,  the  member  under  vote  shall  be  heard  in  his  own  defense.  In 
the  event  of  such  membor  not  being  present  when  cited -to  appear,  and  not  giving 
satisfactory  reason,  ho  may  be  expelled  by  a two— thirds  vote  of  tho  members 
present. 

Section  2.  If  any  member  shall  rocievo  coins  from  any  other  member  of  this 
Association  or  any  member  of  tho  American  Numismatic  Association,  or  any  other 
person  1 , and  shall  keep  the  same  for  two  months  without  settlement,  unless 
specific  arrangements  are  made  irilth  tho  owner  of  tho  coins,  he  may  be  expelled 
by  a two-thirds  vote  of  tho  members  prosont. 

ARTICLE  IV.  Amendments-  Those  by-laws  may  be  amended  by  a majority,  vote  notice 
of  such  alteration  or  amendment  having  boon  given  at  a previous  meeting. 

ARTICLE  V.  Special  Mootings-  A fepocial  mooting  of  the  Association  may  bo 
ordered  by  the  President  upon  the  written  roquostod  of  five  or  more  mombors. 

ARTICLE  VI.  Voting-  All  voting  for  officers  or  members  shall  bo  by  voice 
(or  ballot,  at  the  option  of  the  members)  tho  majority  ruling. 

ARTICLE  VII.  Committoos-  All  committees  ordered  by  a vote  of  tho  Association 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  President;  and  all  members  appointod  on  said  com- 
mittees must  act,  unless  excused  by  a voto  of  tho  Association.
